PROGRES6S IN ALABAMA. 

R. 8S. W. WELCH, health officer 
of Alabama, made the statement 
about April 1: “If I can find the 
money to oepntinue the work now 

being done keane venereal disease in 
this state two years from now syphilis 
and gonorrhea will be as rare in Ala- 
bama as smallpox now is.” ) 

While smallpox was then faifly preva- 
lent, it is certain that venerfM disease 
was a, thousand times as much so. I 
could ‘not see how so stupendous a task 
was to be accomplished in two years,wzet 
Welch's 
ambition and determination. He had 
several reasons for his optimism. One 
was the high venereal disease rate of 
the men éxamined in the draft and the 
lowerate of the soldiers who had been 
in the army. The first figure showed 
how great is the prevalence of venereal 
disease among young men where noth- 
ing in the way of control is done. The 
second showed how easy it is to bring. 
the trouble under control. 

Upen entrance to the army Negroes 
had a venereal disease rate that was 
seven times that of whites. After being 
in the army six months the rate among 
Negro troops was no higher than that 
among white troops. Much of the ve- 
nereal disease in Alabama is among Ne- 
groes, 


The Alabama plan embraces the usual 
educational work by means of leafiets, 
bulletins, setters, and nioving picturés. 
The diseases are reportable. There are 
local clinics for-the free treatment of 
the infected. There are eleven of these 
free clinics supported ine@part by the state 
and in part by local funds. This is a con- 
siderable number for a small state. 

The outstanding features of their meth- 
od is the codperative clinic for the treat- 
ment of those who can and should pay 
something but who cannot pay much. 
The codperative clinic method is as fol- 
lows: “A local physician is furnished 
a specified equipment for treating ve- 
nereal disease, {s supplied with standard 
medicines, and commands the state 
laboratory service. For this and the 
privilege of being designated a codperator 
he contracts to treat venereal disease for 
$2 a treatment, or $25 for a course of 
fourteen treatments. The treatments 
consist of Wassermann- and other 
laboratory tests, injections of arsephena- 
mine, and the use of such other remedies

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PAY ITS OWN 


Its Expediency’ Assured, 
Senator Says. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

Montreal, Quebec, July 14.—[(Spe 
@ial.J—Two things whi have im- 
pressed the St. Lawrence oceanway 
expedition are the apparent ease with 
which the project might be financed 
and the surprising activity of the 
Canadian ports. 

On the expedition officials of both 
nations have evolved a tentative idea 
for making the enterprise pay itself 
out. The potential water power is 
there—enough of it to pay all ex- 
penses in fifty years if current is sold 
at extremely low cost—and one proposi- 
tion which finds favor is to build the 
ship canal through financing corpor- 
ations such as the wheat corporation 
‘@uring the war. 

- Bonds could be issued, guaranteed 
by both governments, and the hydro- 
electric power developed would pay 
the cost out. 

Thé financing plans as yet are quite 
tentative, but that seems‘to be the 
direction they are taking; in fact, one 
great object of the expedition was to 
find out how the project might be un- 
dertaken with the least possible bur- 
den to treasuries now shouting re 
trenchment. 

Amazed by Montreal. 

Montreal, like Toronto, astonished 
the expedition with its harbor activi- 

_ thes. A thousand miles from the sea 
at the interchange point between ocean 
and inland navigation, it is grown to 
be the seventh port of the world in the 
value of its shipments, 

_ For loading and unloading it has 
what is re,garded as one of the most 
efficient and modern harbor systems in 
the world. It has developed unity of 
seaport organization. It is the con- 
verging point of the three Canadian 
systems, 

These all connect with the harbor ter- 
minal railroads, owned and operated by 
the harbor commission, a line which 

shed and berth 
in the harbor. ik 

The-port is so’active that the engi- 
neers assert it is running up to present 
harbor capacity this summer—some- 
thing remarkable among the ports of 
the world during the slump period. And 

it is growing so fast that Montreal po 
in seven months has one-fifth as me | 
harbor commerce as New York ¢arries 
ima year.

CEBU, P. l1., July 14.—Fifteen years 
ago Cebu was a slovenly little oriental 
port with a tumble down wharf and 
a row of shacks along the water front.

WHEAT AND OATS 
MAKE NEW GAIN; 
BREAK 


BY CHARLES D. MICHAELS. 

Unfavorable crop news, higher prices 
for wheat and oats afid a break in 
corn yesterday were the attractive fea- 
tures of the grain markets. At the fin- 
ish there were net gains of 3% @4%c 
on wheat, unchanged to (c higher for 
oats, and 2% @3%c on rye, while corn 
lost 1@1%c, December leading. 

There is a crop =..re on in wheat, re- 
ports from Minnesota, North Dakota, and 
the Canadian northwest indicating con- 
ditions are worse than at any time this 
season. Black rust is found ingmany 
spots and Expert Snow says it is of the 
virulent type. Other experts back him 
up and all say the spring wheat crop is 
past redemption by rains, as heat and 
drought have done too much damage for 
any revival. The crop is spotted, with 
more bad than good places. 

Com Losses to 1904. 


Some advices claim p losses are the 
most sevéré since 190%, the year when 
+black rust was discovered. One man re- 
ported the crop from Fargo, N. D., west 
was practically gone, which is rather se- 
vere considering that the other experts 
found a few good spots in the James river 
valley. The‘government report suggested 
138,000,000 bu for the Dakotas and Min- 
nesota, compared with 121,000,000 bu har- 
vested last year. From. presest claims 
the final figures of _ year may not be 
exceeded. Numerous heavy showers have 
fallen over the three states, which adds 
to the fears of damage, as moist condi- 
tions are said to favor spreading of rust. 

A broad market was on in wheat yes- 
terday, with the sentiment more bullish 
and northwestern traders well reyresent- 
ed on the buying. side. A great deal of 
covering and new buying was on, with 
the largest eastern speculators active as 
well as a number of leading loca! opera- 
tors. Exporters and cash houses also 
were buying. A break of 14%@2c was 
made early on realizing sales, but all 
wheat was readily absorbed and prices 
advanced 5@6c from the inside, with the 
top on July $1.33. September moved up 
from $1.29 to $1.31. The top was $1.32% 
and the close $1.314%@1.32%. December 
touched $1.3534 and closed there. 


‘ Corn Prices Recede. 

Corn did not act in accord with wheat. 
It failed to sell as high as the previous 
day and finished at intermediate prices, 
with July 64c, September 62c, and De- 
cember the weakest of all at 60%@60%c.
